It  has  been  intimated  to  her 
plriMKr  bjr  tha  loglo  of  events  that  there  Is 
always  a  time  of  reckonlnR  In  the  lives  of  both 
nations  and  individuals  when  obligations  must 
baMl.  In  atbar  wocdt,  Oarmangr.  having  fol- 
lowed the  course  of  making  other  nations, 
tem|K>rarUy  at  least,  pay  reparations  now  finds 
tliSit  othai  •ittffBt.  tturOBgh  embarrassments  of 
their  own,  no  longer  able  or  willing  to  provld* 
the  accommodation.  Germany  thus  seizes  upon 
tha  tftaatian  to  aitattltah  a  claim  that  repara- 
tiOKl  payments  should  cease  if  she  Is  to  be  given 
<q;)portunity  to  pay  the  debts  which  she  owes 
■ha  bocrona*  to  «ati  tapanttaof. 

Vtance  knows  exactly  how  Germany  has 
■mngad  har  finances.  She  knows  that  tha 
•tnaetnre  of  German  hi4iifltrlal  and  cortaardlal 
life  has  not  been  allowed  to  suffer 
tha  tribute  Imposed  by  tha  Treaty  of  Vanaillaa. 
To  that  extent  the  Great  War  haa  not  taillleted 
the  penalties  on  the  loser  tkat  It  was  the  Inten- 
tion of  the  Allies  that  it  should.  Now  the  some- 
what paradoxical  situation  haa  arisen  of  a  pro- 
paganda which  is  aroushig  world-wide  sympathy 
for  German  claims  affecting  her  financial  dis- 
abilities, although  it  is  obvious,  from  the  trend 
of  amts  and  the  manner  in  which  Germany 
haa  manipulated  reparation  payments,  that  the 
consequences  of  the  Great  War  have  not  Ih- 
Iltpt-M  anything  like  the  punishment  that  might 
have  Inured  from  defeat.

No  nation  Is  more  concerned  over  tha  poa- 
aUMltty  of  German  repudiation  of  reparations 
than  the  United  SUtes.  Such  an  issue  la  inter- 
locked with  the  continued  payment  of  war  debts. 
Tha  whaia  mafetar  will  be  the  subject  of  an 
international  conference  during  1932,  and  upon 
Uie  outcome  will  depend  the  possibility  of  new 
developments  in  the  international  economic 
situation  Germany's  obvious  mora  towards 
repudiation  has  received  an  Impetus  through 
tha  growtag  poUtle&l'atrength  of  the  Nazis.  The 
Hoover  moratorium  expires  In  July  next.  The

OJHM.  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Toronto  Star,  an  apostle  of  national 
ovnarshlp,  says  that  the  accumulated  railway 
debta  of  tha  Canadian  National  lyrtem  belong 
to  the  funded  debt  of  Canada  where  they  should 
have  been  placed,  presumably  by  a  book- 
keeping procew,  yeart  ago..  To  aU  taitanto  and 
purposes  they  are  a  part  of  that  debt  now  since 
tha  people  are  responsible  and  have  to  shoulder 
tha  obhgatloB.  ItM  TnPOBto  8tar,  however.  Is  all 
astray  in  saying  that  the  debts  have  been  main- 
tained as  a  part  of  the  raUway  obligation  in 
order  to  dlaeradlt  national  otimanhiV'  "That  Is 
an  absurd  statement,  since  It  was  decreed  that 
they  should  show  in  the  financial  acjqounU  of 
the  CNJl.  system  by  those  very  politicians 
brought  national  ownerslilp  Into  beln».  It  Is 
not  only  the  poUtlclans  of  both  parties  but  the 
taxpayers  as  a  whole  who  are  anxious  to  see  the 
CNR.  make  money  by  economic  operation. 
Instead  of  doing  so,  to  the  extent  expected,  it 
haa  been  piling  up  debts  by  unwise  administra- 
tive policies,  by  capital  expenditures  that  were 
not  warranted  and  by  dupUcatlng  services 
throughout  tha  country  that  have  rendtad  hi 
outlays  which  SbOUld  not  have  bem  incurred 

The  gravity  of  thg  problem  of  public  owner- 
ahlp  of  rattwaft  aaad  nam  have  ailatn  if  tha 
original  intantkms  of  the  Government  had  been 
earrHd  out  It  was.  obviously,  to  insure 
cafaful  watch  and  ward  over  axpaadtt«nraa  that 
a  public  bocutl  of  directors  of  tha  Canadian 
National  system  was  appointed.  Ilwt  board, 
however,  has  always  been  political  In  Ita  {Mal- 
position. TMe  gravamen  of  the  charge  against 
It  is  not  its  political  character  but  tha  fhet  that 
it  has  failed  to  function  as  a  watchdog  of  the 
treasury  of  the  system.  It  meets  seldom  It  may 
be  doubted  If  It  knows  nine-tenths  of  the  time 
what  Is  going  on  In  tha  administration  of  the 
system.

The  extent  to  which  public  ownership 
has  been  discredited  In  many  minda  la.  at  laast. 
In  part  due  to  the  apathy  of  the  board  of  dlna- 
tors  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways. 

The  public  of  Canada  do  not  know  haw  often 
and  when  the  membefs  of  the  CNR  board  of 
dlractors  meet.  They  are  unaware  to  wl^ 
extent  the  individual  members  are  kept  Mfomed 
by  the  management  of  steps  taken.  The  fact  Is 
that  the  board  meets  but  rarely,  that  its  mem- 
bers give  every  Impresrton  of  acttnt  In  the  rote 
of  rubber  stamps  to  endorse  the  policies  of  the 
management,  and  that  they  do  not  take  the 
acUve  Interest  in  CanadlMi  Watkmal  alfftln  that 
should  be  the  warrant  far  tha  aidsttnca  of  sucii 
a  body  At  a  time  Ilka  pwipnt,  whan  aeo- 
nomles  aU  along  tha  Una  ara  aanntlali  the 
boani  of  directors  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  should  be  In  session  regularly.  The 
whole  trend  of  management  of  tha  State- 
owned  system  shows  that  rigid  safeguards  must 
be  applied,  ahd  under  the  constitution  of  the 
CMIL  it  is  tha  board  of  directors  to  whom  the

AUSTRALIAN  LLLCTION 

The  Australian  election,  which  will  take  place 
on  Saturday  next,  was  precipitated  by  a  charge 
agalnet  the  SeulUn  Oovamment  that  political 
patronage  had  been  shown  In  the  distribution 
of  unemployment  relief.  The  Government 
danled  the  'charge,  refused  to  appoint  a  com- 
Ulttee  of  Investigation  to  determine  Its  accuracy 
and  was  defeated  by  hve  votes  in  the  Rouse. 
BfrrtoalilR  faeaatha'aiaetlaii  vnder  con.siderable 
handicaps.  There  has  been  a  Slackening  In 
Industry,  unemployment  la  pronoimced,  there  is 
a  aeeasalon  movamaat  tn  West  Australia,  and 
governmental  finances  are  in  bad  shape.  Ml*. 
Scullln  also  is  faced  by  a  spilt  in  the  Labor 
Party  which  was  intensified  whan  ha  took  Mr. 
Theodore  into  his  Cabinet 

The  opposition  to  the  Labor  Government  in 
Australia  is  composed  of  tha  VuMtA  Auetralla 
Party  and  the  Country  Party.  The  leader  of  the 
coalition  of  these  two  parties  U  Mr.  Lyons. 
During  the  election  campaign  the  Settllln  Gov- 
ernment Is  entirely  on  the  defensive,  a  condition 
Which  in  nearly  ail  cases  of  political  contests 
betokens  defeat.  The  prognoMoatlOBa  are  that 
Mr.  Scullln  wUl  kMC  twenty  seats,  and  with  them 
his  hold  on  power.  In  times  of  economic  stress 
Labor  politics  hare  been  paenMarly  mrfortunate 
in  meeting  the  Issues  that  arise.  Australia  has 
given  a  more  convincing  iUustraUon  of  this  than 
perhaps  any  other  country.  The  Commonwealth 
voters  will,  in  every  likelihood,  attempt  to  sat  lU 
to  ntder  bv  iU  verdict  on  Saturday.

which  we  had  helped  gather  In  the 
Pall.  Nowadays,  we  can  get  most  of 
these  things  ready  to  use  and  there 
are  not  as  many  nuts  growing  wild 
ready  for  our  picking  as  there  onoa 
wars.  If  yon  uaa  omnia  Jaloa  liber- 
ally at  your  home,  you  will  hare 
plenty  of  peel  to  candy  or  yon  ean 
buy  It  ready  to  uae.  I  am  Indoding 
a  recipe  for  the  candled  peel  to«lay. 

Pudding  is  of  older  ancestry  than 
fruit  cake  In  cooking  annals.
